Diploma’s Brown Bessie. 

Diploma’s Brown Bessie is the great- 
great-great granddaughter of Brown Bessie 
74997, the leading cow in both the ninety 
days and the thirty days test at Chicago 
in 1893. In the 120 days of these two tests 
Brown Bessie produced 4768.6 pounds milk, 
containing 237.27 pounds fat, which fat, 
valued at thirty cents per pound, would 
amount to $71.181. In the 120 days of 
the St. Louis dairy demonstration test Di- 
ploma’s Brown Bessie produced 327 poands 
more milk, containing 6.11 pounds more fat, 
worth, at thirty cents per pound, $1.8333 
more; yet this higher production than her 
progenitor won her only tenth place 
amongst the Jerseys and eleventh place 
amongst all the eompeting cows at St. 
“ie beginning of the St. Louis demon- 
stration test, Diploma’s Brown Bessie was 
four years and eight months old, there being 
but three younger Jerseys in the herd, and 
she bad been fifty-nine days in milk. She 
weighed 965 pounds, and gained seventy- 
three puunds during the test. During the 
fifty-two days prior to the beginning of the 
official test, she gave 2216.5 pounds milk ; es- 
timated fat, 9753 pounds, equivalent to 
114.79 pounds butter. From the time of 
freshening to the end of the test, 172 days, 
she produced 7312.1 pounds milk, cuntaining 
340 91 pounds fat, equivalent to 401 49 pounds 
butter, an average of 42.5 pounds milk and 
2.83 pounds butter per day. 

For the 120 days of the official test, June 
16 to Oct. 13, 1904, Diploma’s Brown Bessie 
gave 5095.6 pounds of milk, containing 
243.38 pounds fat,equivalent to 286.7 pounds 
butter, an average of 42 4 pounds milk, 2.03 
pounds fat and 2.39 pounds butter per day. 
Her best seven days yield was 315 7 pounds 
milk and 17.68 pounds butter, July 23 to.29, 
when she had been ninety-six days in milk. 
Her best one day’s yield of butter was 2.87 
pounds, from 50.7 pounds milk. Her milk 
for the 120 days contained 453.695 pounds 
solids not fat. The average percentage of 
fat was 4.7, and of total solids 13.6; 17.77 
pounds milk made one pound butter. 

She was fed 1912.5 pounds alfalfa hay, 
730.9 pounds cut alfalfa, forty-eight pounds 
clover hay, 1305 pounds corn silage, 387.5 
pounds cornmeal, 273 5 pounds bran, 117.5 
pounds ground oats, 216.5 pounds oi) mea), 
ninety-one pounds cotton-seed meal, 568.5 
pounds gluten feed, 152 pounds corn-hearts, 
86.5 pounds hominy feed, and 106 pounds 
Ajax distiller’s grains, an average daily 
ration of 3338 pounds roughage and 16.65 
pounds grain. This feed cost $29.595, ac- 
cording to the official valuation, or about 
24 3-5 cents per day. 

The butter was valued at $71.674. De- 
ducting the cost of the feed, this gives a net 
profit in Class A of $42.079, or thirty-five 
cents per day. The fat and solids not fat 
were valued at $86.624, leaving a net profit 
of $57.029 in Class B, or 474 cents per day. 

D.ploma’s Brown Bessie was bred by 
Richardson Brothers, Davenport, Ia., and 
was owned during the St. Louis test by W. 
P. Mills, Missoula, Mont. She is of inbred 
Combination blood. Her sire is Minute 
Gun, with five tested daughters on record, 
14 pounds 3 ounces to 18 pounds 9 ounces. 
Minute Gan was also the sire of Diploma’s 
Brown Lassie, second in order of merit in 
the St. Louis test. The last-mentioned cow 
is one year older than Diploma’s Brown 
Bessie, and her record at St. Louis is 52127 
pounds milk, 264.88 pounds fat, and 312.56 
pounds butter. The dam of Diploma’s 
Brown Bessie is Lady Laura Lee, record 
15 pounds 9 ounces butter ia: seven days; 
her paternal grandam is Tapestry, 23 pounds 
12 ounces, by Compass, and her maternal 
grandam, Laura Lee, 2d, 16 pounds 4 ounces. 
She has twenty-five per cent, of the blood of 
Compass, seven tested daughters, 14 pounds 
44 ounces to 23 pounds 12 ounces; 124 per

: milk to the creameries for less than $1 per 
hundred pounds is a slow but sure way to 
the poorhouse, as they are slowly but surely 
selling their farms for less than their real 
value, not including their labor.

Practical Poultry Points. 


Construct your house gocd and warm, s0 
as to avoid damp floors, and afford a flood of 
sunlight. Sunshine is better than medicine. 

Provide a dusting and scratching place 
where you can bury wheat and corn and 
thus induce the fowls to take the needful 
exercise. 

Provide yourself with some good healthy 
chickens, giving one cock to every twelve 
hens. 

Give plenty of fresh air at all times, espe- 
cially in summer. 

Give plenty of fresh water daily, and 
never allow the fowls to go thirsty. 

Feed them sytematically two or three 
times a day; scatter the food so they can’t 
eat too fast, or without proper exercise. Do 
not feed more than they will eat up clean, 
or they will get tired of that kind of feed. 

Give them a variety of both dry and 
cooked feed ; a mixture of cooked meat and 
vegetables is an excellent thing for their 
morning meal. 

Give soft food in the morning and the 
whole grain at night except a little wheat 
or cracked corn placed in the scratching 
places to give them exercise during the day. 

Above all things, keep the henhouse clean 
and well ventilated. 

Do not crowd too many in‘a house. If you 
do, look out for disease. 

Add insect powder and sulphur and wood : 
ashes to the dusting bins to destroy lice. 

Wash your roosts and ‘bottom of laying 
nests,and whitewash once a week in sum- 
mer, and once a month in winter. 

Let the old and young have as large a 
ra nge as possible, the larger the better. 

Don’t breed too many kinds of fowls at 
the same time, unless you are going into the 
business. Three or four will give you your 
hands full, and to make aspecialty of one 
breed is often the best plan. 

Introdace new blood into your stock every 
year or so, by either buying a cockerel or 
setting of eggs from some reliable breeder. 

In buying birds or eggs, go to some reli- 
able breeder who has his reputation at 
stake, You may have to pay a little more 
for birds, but yet you can depend on what 
you get. Culls are not cheap at any price. 

Save the best birds for next year’s breed- 
ing, and seud the others to the market. In 
shipping fancy poultry to market send it 
dressed.—Edward S. Schmid, Washington,

In these are made charcoal fires, quite 
large enough to heat two flatirons at the 
same time. This is all the cooking arrange- 
ment; there is no place for roasting, or 
baking. No bread, cake or biscuit is ever 
madeinan Italian house. If you wish to 
roast a turkey or a large bird you send it 
in its pan, with the butter for its basting, to 
the buker, who roasts it to a beautifal 
brown for from three to five cents. The 
smaller fowls are roasted in one of the 
‘large copper casseroles, and by’ turning 
and twisting and basting incessantly, the 
bird is as perfectly roasted as one would 
wish. There is no place for keeping any- 
thing hot on this embyronic Tange, and 
with only three places for cooking, some- 
thing must be cooked first and set aside 
to make way for other dishes. On the 
other hand, there could not be a more eco- 
nomical way of cooking. In a very few 
moments the charcoal fire burns at full 
pitch, and if one wishes for jast enough 
and no more to broil a chop, one may have 
it without having to light a fire suffivient to 
cook an entire dinner, as one would have to 
do with us, for the fuel for an American 
kitchen range costs anywhere between 
twenty-five and thirty-five centsa day. In 
Italy fuel, including both wood and char- 
Coal, costs ten cents aday for a family of 
moderate size.—Pilgrim.

Feeding a Working Horse. 


We do not agree with some writers as to 
varying the amounts fed at the three differ- 
ent meals, such as, for instance, omitting 
the noon grain ration entirely or feeding 
double the amount at = pent is ign 
the mo g. or noon meal. seem t 
agree, a lt that the horse, on avcoutit 
of the peculiar construction of his diges- 
tive apparatus, 6 sdvantageugaly be fed 
oftener and in relatively quan- 
tities than other farm animals. This seems 
reasonable, therefore it is inadvisable to 
reduce the number of feeds to less than 
three a day, or to increase the amount at 
one time, for, if a double ration of grain is 
fed at night, the liability to colic is greatly 
increased, and that at a time when no as- 
sistance is at hand. 

And is it not a fact that the bulk of the 
colic cases occur in the night time? The 
explanation is, we think, partly that the 
horse eats more at night as a rule, having 
plenty of time and abundance of fodder 
before him, and partly that he is not exe r 
cising. Also we are very sure few if any 
horses capable of properly digesting food, 
are unable to thoroughly digest one-third 
of the day’s grain ration in five or six hours, 
even when at hard wor. 

Approximately, ten pounds oats, five 
pounds of corn and three pounds of bran, 
divided into three equal feeds, make a day’s 
ration that cannot be much improved on. 
The relative amount of corn can well be in- 
creased during the winter months, and for 
sake of variety it may be omitted at the 
morning meal and fed at noon. The weight 
fed at each meal should be kept about the 
same and for the evening meal crushed oats 
should, when possible, be substituted for 
the whole grain, along with the bran and a 
few handfuls of cut hay, fed wet‘ and talted 
enough to render it palatable. Horsesjsoon 
become very fond of this foed and this alone 
aids digestion. Sixteen pounds would be a 
fair amount of hay per day, the larger por- 
tion, of course, being consumed at night 
Would prefer clover hay if in perfect condi- 
tion. . The reason clover hay is in bad re- 
pute for feeding work horses, we think, is 
because horses are allowed altogether too 
much of it, they being very fond of it. 

While some well-known authorities advise 
the using of barley as a ration, I am satis- 
fied that it is of so little value as not to be 
worth considering.

The poultry market continues in the 
rather dull condition usually prevailing be- 
tween Thanksgiving and Christuias before 
the Christmas demand begins to take effect. 
The supply is large and the demand by no 
means equal to the stock in hand, but prices 
show strength. The top quotation for 
Northern turkeys is 24 cents. Western 
stock ranges around 20 cents or below. In- 
dications are that the stock of Northern 
turkéys will be light and the price rela- 
tively strong. A lively aemand.is expected 
for Christmas geese, which are already in 
quite large supply, but not mueh demand has 
appeared as yet. The price is about 14 cents 
for Eastern and 12 cents for Western. ‘There 
is @ good demand for choice ducks at 
12 to 16 cents; 15 cents is a fair price 
for good Eastern and Northern stock. 
Choice fowls hold at 14 to 15. cents for New 
England stock. Both chickens. and fowls 
are in fair demand if good, but common, 
small size or thin stock is hard to sell at 
quotations. Chickens are expensive to feed, 
however, at this season of the year, and 
probably no better chance will be offered to 
market such stock. It pays to fatten, pre- 
pareand market it with care; but poor or 
good itis hard to see how anything can be 
gained by keeping it for the Christmas 
market. The same may be said of fowls 
-which arehardly likely to lay mach before 
spring. It may pay, however, to keep 
yearlings over, as there is likely to be a 
good demand for eggs all throagh the spring 
at which time yearlings lay very well. Live 
poultry is in moderate receipt, with a ready 
sale for chickens and fowls at around 12 
cents. 

At New York supplies continue liberal, a 
good many new sections opening up, espe- 
cially in the Southwest. The bulk of the 
receipts is now dry-packed, though scat- 
tering lots of iced are stil) coming, but
